McBride also spoke about 
post-secondary education.

The final candidate to speak 
was NDP rep Anne Wilson. 

"We are social democrats," 
she began. "We believe in so¬ 
cialism which is the applica¬ 
tion of democracy to the 
economy." 

Wilson also spoke of the en¬ 
vironment to the students. 

"We have to get proper leg¬ 
islation to protect our environ¬ 
ment." 

Wilson mentioned that she 
doesn't enjoy having to criti¬ 
cize her running-mates. 

"I do enjoy politics, but I 
don't always like to criticize 
other people," she concluded. 

The candidates speeches were 
followed by a question and an¬ 
swer period where a number of 
students inquired about various 
issues.

RCMP building 
right on track

The end is drawing near for completion of Didsbury's new 
RCMP accommodations. 

Construction began mid-April of this year on the new building, 
and is expected to be mostly finished by mid-December. 

According to Facilities Maintenance Supervisor for the Town of 
Didsbury, Jean Levasseur, the local police officers can be expecting 
to make a move in the middle of January. 

"Were looking at substantial completion by Dec. 15," he said. 

Levasseur says that furniture is scheduled to be installed the 
week of Jan. 8, but that landscaping won't be done until next spring 
when the ground thaws. 

Levasseur says that the progress of the building has been a 
pretty smooth ride for both the Town and the RCMP. 

"Our dealings with both the contractor and the architect have 
been very positive," he said.

"We want all this stufT in place so that the RCMP can move in 
there right away in the new year," he said. 

Levasseur says that both the Town and the local officers are 
very excited about the project coming to a close.

During policy discussions 
at the last regular meeting of 
the Chinook's Edge School 
Board, talk of school field trips 
arose.

In less than a week this three- 
ring circus that we are calling a 
federal election will finally be 
over. 

We might have a new Prime 
Minister. We might not. Hon- 

-estly, I don't think that many

SmiTH much anymore. They just want 

it to be over and done with and 
- not have to listen to the bicker¬ 
ing any longer. 

This will be the third federal election that I've followed 
rather closely and, in my opinion, it's coming across less 
as a political forum and more as a professional wrestling 
match. It's getting pretty dirty. 

On Monday afternoon I was invited to a forum for the 
Wildrose candidates at the Didsbury High School, hosted 
by the Grade 10 Social Studies class.

remarks about the CA Party 


Dear Editor, 

Here we go again. Canadians 
are going to the polls for the third 
time since 1993. 

All in aid of the arrogance of 
one old man who wishes to be the 
first prime minister in Canada, 
elected for the third consecutive 
term. A man who sees the threat 
of a steadily gaining Western based 
party and seized the chance to 
defeat them, while the Alliance 
was still forming its electing its 
constituency candidates. This ex¬ 
ercise in futility should finally 
prove to Western Canadians that 
the only thing the East wants 
from Western Canada is our re¬ 
sources and cash. $1 billion in fuel 
taxes from cash-strapped BC 
alone. 

For many Western Canadians 
Eleanor Caplan's anti-Alliance 
remarks are quite likely the final 
nails in the Canadian coffin. West¬ 
erner's should thank their lucky 
stars that Ms. Caplan unknow¬ 
ingly hit the nail on the head. 
Most Westerners are up to their 
eyebrows with the Ontario atti¬ 
tude. 

Pierre Elliot Trudeau intro¬ 
duced the attack against Alberta 
with his National Energy Policy 
(NEP). In the book Trudeau and 
his Memoirs; Vol. 2 par. 5, the 
NEP was to be the vehicle that 
would provide cheap energy to 
Quebec forever at the expense of 
the people of Alberta. Many West¬ 
erners understand that Canada 
has ceased to exist. The alienation 
was evident in the prairie prov¬ 
inces even before Trudeau's time. 

As an Alberta businessman, I 
went through the NEP disaster. 
Hundreds of thousands of 
Albertans went broke and lost 
everything. 

The people of Alberta would 
have expected better treatment, 
in the invasion of a uniformed 
enemy force. 

Before the infamous NEP, the 
Alberta oil and gas industry em¬ 
ployed nearly seventy thousand 
people. The NEP introduced in 
October of 1980 shut down the 
industry to the point where 62,000 
oil and gas workers lost their jobs. 
The oil and gas sector generated 
seven jobs for every petroleum 
industry job. The spin-off effect 
meant that by June of 1982, 
420,000 Albertans were unem¬ 
ployed. 

At this time in Alberta the 
population base was 2.5 million. 
Houses in Alberta sold for one 
dollar. On a comparative basis, in 
Ontario, a similar job loss on a per 
capita basis would have meant 
that 1.2 million people would have 
lost their jobs.The great irony is 
that in the 1920s and 30s the 
Alberta establishment encouraged 
the people of Ontario and Quebec 
to invest in the Alberta oil patch. 

Central Canada was buying oil 
from Venezuela for a buck a bar¬ 
rel. There was no investmentcapi- 
tal available for risky Western 
Canadian oil and gas exploration. 
The Albertans went to Oklahoma 
and Texas for the men and equip- 
mentandNewYorkfor the money. 

The Americans really built the 


Canadian oil patch. The Alberta 
oil and gas people learned well 
from the American cousins. 

Today the Alberta oil and gas 
industry leads the world in world¬ 
wide exploration. The NEP was 
going to kick the Americans out of 
the Canadian oil patch. Unfortu¬ 
nately for Canada, what it did 
accomplish was to push Western 
Canada out of Confederation. 

Chretien has backed Caplan in 
the high stakes gamble to destroy 
the credibility of the Alliance 
Party. He gambled on the fact 
that Ms. Caplan is Jewish. He 
believed that her anti-Alliance re¬ 
marks would be accepted where 
the votes counted. To criticize Ms. 
Caplan, one would be seen to be 
anti-Semitic. 

Unfortunately for Chretien, 
Ms. Caplan and the nation it's too 
late for these semantics. This elec¬ 
tion will drive the final nail in the 
coffin of Canada being erected in 
the West. It really doesn't matter 
whom the powerhouse of Ontario, 
me-first Quebec and the bought- 
and-paid-for Maritimes decide 
should run the country. 

Quebec has been a fifth col¬ 
umn over the past 30 years. 
Elected to Parliament to reign as 
Liberals or Conservatives, they 
have changed forever the direc¬ 
tion of Canada. They destroyed 
the armed Forces and the RCMP. 
These unifying forces are gone. 

When the polls close at 8 o'clock 
BC time, we in the West will be 
informed which party has won 
the election. The Eastern polls 
will have been counted and de¬ 


cided the outcome of the election. 

Canadians are finally awaken¬ 
ing to a decimated dollar, ruined 
investments and savings, caused 
by long term national debt close 
to a trillion dollars. Even those 
that never leave the country are 
beginning to feel the effects of a 
worthless currency. 

Predicted to fall to 50 cents 
American, within the next decade 
Canadians will be truly out of it. 
Pierre Trudeau once said that he 
had set the ship of English Canada 
on a course where they did not 
know where they would land. Most 
Westerners believe that even if 
Stockwell Day could walk on wa¬ 
ter, he couldn't win in Ontario. 

The expected Liberal election 
victory and consequent snub of 
Western aspirations in the Alli¬ 
ance Party will sound the death 
knell for Canada. 

I joined the Canadian Army in 
1958. At that time most of my 
mates were just ordinary Canadi¬ 
ans from every point on the na¬ 
tional compass.

We would like to update you 
on Rick Rudy’s condition. 

Rick, Donna and Alex re¬ 
turned from Houston, Texas on 
November 10th, arriving in 
Calgary on Remembrance Day. 
It was a long journey - their 
flight was cancelled and they 
had to make alternate travel 
arrangements, but they arrived 
safe and sound. Rick has had 
three MRI’s lately, one prior to 
his October 3rd surgery, one 
just before leaving for Houston 
at the end of October, and one 
on November 8th. 

When the doctors at the 
Burzynski clinic examined the 
three MRI’s, they determined 
that the tumour has stabilized. 

This is very good for a class 
4 tumour as they are quite ag¬ 
gressive in their growth. The 
medication should now start ac¬ 
tually shrinking the tumour if 
all goes well. His next MRI is 
scheduled for December 8th. 

Rick isn’t feeling very well 
physically - he was weak to start 
with from chemotherapy, ra¬ 
diation, and surgeries, and the 
medicine he’s on now makes 
him even more tired. 

He is basically bedridden 


right now, and Donna, Rick and 
Alex have moved up to stay with 
Donna’s parents to make things 
easier and to try and build up 
Rick’s strength. 

Right now we have adopted 
a “wait and see” attitude - once 
the tumour shrinks and the 
swelling in his brain is reduced, 
it will be easier to assess any 
physical or mental damages 
that may have occurred. 

Thanks to everyone for their 
ongoing support. Something 
that we can all do for Rick and 
his family is to remember them 
in our prayers and to be hope¬ 
ful for a postive outcome.

The owners and train¬ 
ers at a local equestrian 
centre are jumping in with 
their boots on. 

Boots and Saddles 
Equestrian Facility (for¬ 
merly Cloverleaf Stables), 
has big plans for their es¬ 
tablishment, and for the 
community of Didsbury. 

Perry and Trish 
Svensen bought the rid¬ 
ing facility over a year 
ago, but it’s only in the 
past few months that big 
changes have been occur¬ 
ring. 

The Svensens recently 
hired International Eques¬ 
trian Trainer Robert Duffy 


to run classes at the facil¬ 
ity, as well as show horses 
at various competitions in 
Western Canada. 

Duffy, a highly skilled 
trainer, has riding experi¬ 
ence all over the world, 
including four years in 
Europe and a two-year 
stint in Thailand. 

The group at Boots and 
Saddles in currently pre¬ 
paring for a show at 
Spruce Meadows in 
Calgary this coming Feb¬ 
ruary. 

In addition to several 
of their students partici¬ 
pating, Duffy will be com¬ 
peting on seven different 
horses that have been con¬ 


signed to him to show. 

Boots and Saddles spe¬ 
cializes in English riding, 
Hunter Jumpers and Dres¬ 
sage, but Duffy says that 
they are open to other 
possibilities as well. 

The facility offers les¬ 
sons for everyone, includ¬ 
ing the serious competi¬ 
tor and people who are 
getting on a horse for the 
first time. 

The Svensens have 20 
horses on site, many of 
which are used by their 
students during their 
classes. The class sizes 
always remain small at 
Boots and Saddles, with 
never more than four 
horses and riders at a 
time. 

The cost of lessons is 
$35 an hour for private 
lessons, which includes 
the horse and all the tack, 
or $25 an hour for a semi¬ 
private groups lesson. 

In addition to the rid¬ 
ing school, Boots and Sad¬ 
dles also offers horse 
boarding to its custom¬ 
ers, with a variety of 
heated stalls. 

Duffy says that the 
business has become very 
busy over the past month 
and hopes to continue 
that into the future. 

"We got really busy, 
really quickly," Duffy 
said. 

To better meet the 
needs of their customers, 


the Svensens are making 
many big changes to their 
property. 

Next spring, construc¬ 
tion will begin on a new 
covered top of the line "A 
Circuit" arena and show 
barn. 

They are hoping to host 
many events in the 
upcoming years, includ¬ 
ing a large jumping com¬ 
petition late next summer 
that would bring 300-plus 
horses and competitors to 
Didsbury. 

"It would be a real boost 
to business in Didsbury," 
said Duffy. 

In the next two or three 
years, he is also hoping to 
host international compe¬ 
titions in town. 

"In the next 12 months 
we want to have the top 
show barn in Alberta," 
Duffy said. 

He says that after the 
expansion plans are com¬ 
plete, Boots and Saddles 
will be the largest riding 
centre in Alberta, and pos¬ 
sibly Western Canada. 

Duffy is currently work¬ 
ing with the Didsbury and 
District Light Horse As¬ 
sociation to help rebuild 
their show list for their 
annual horse show in the 
summer. 

"We are blessed to have

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Healing the Ghosts 
of Christmas Past... 



I recently went for a walk in 
the commercial area of my 
neighbourhood. One of the 
stores shelters a cute dog that 
is favorite among the locals. A 
group of people had gathered 
to admire the dog - petting it 
and enjoying its harmless na¬ 
ture. Yet only a few feet away, 
a homeless person sat on his 
flattened cardboard box with 
his empty plastic donation con¬ 
tainer. No one spoke to him, 
no one showed concern, no 
one asked him how he ended 
up on the street. A few doors 
away, a bookstore displayed 
the famous Christmas Carol - 
the story of Scrooge and his 
three ghosts of Christmas. I 
wandered what past holiday 
times had been like for the 
street person. What would his 
ghost of Christmas’s past show 
him? Does he, like scrooge, 
have a ghost of Christmas fu¬ 
ture that can be changed? 

As we are moving closer 
and closer to our annual ritual 
of the holiday season, I recall 
my own Christmas times and 
those of friends. For some, the 
period measures closeness, 
while for others its measures 
distance. It is a time of gather¬ 
ing and for some, a time of 
non-gathering. It is a time of 
joy, for others a time of de¬ 
spair. I’ve exprienced both. 

I remember the last Christ¬ 
mas our family had before my 
mother passed away. It had 
been a year of difficult but 
rewarding personal growth, 
which eventually led to the 
writing of “Here I Am”. I envi¬ 
sioned the family get together 
as a test of holding my own 
while trying to be compassion¬ 
ate. It was like walking a tight¬ 
rope. With my new awareness, 
I could clearly see their trig¬ 
gering behaviors. It’s rather 
humorous now that I look back 
at it, but my father was yelling 
“Don’t disturb our happy 
home.” This is my ghost of 
Christmas past. 

While I have had a number 
of joyous holiday times since 
then, Christmas last year was 
one of the most difficult I have 
experienced. In the healing 
process comes a stage of isola¬ 
tion in which one develops new 
values and beliefs. It was a 
time of profound challenge in 
which I realized that my lone¬ 
liness is separate from who I 
am, yet I also recognized that 
we need a certain amount of 
companionship and connection 
to remain healthy. It was this 
lesson and compassion for 
myself that got me through. 
This is my ghost of Christmas 
present. 


From my studies in 
counseling, I have learned that 
I was not alone in my difficul¬ 
ties. Our holiday ritual has a 
profound effect on people. 
Counselling intakes are high¬ 
est after the holiday period. 
Sales of self help and personal 
development books peak in the 
early year. Sadly, suicide rates 
are highest at Christmas, and 
in the spring months, when 
the weather gets better but 
people don’t. What can we do 
to change? 

I look around and notice 
the things we can build - com¬ 
puters, cell phones, the 
Internet, the space shuttle. Yet 
can we build the most funda¬ 
mental essence of being, a re¬ 
lationship with one another? 
Do we find it safer to provide 
unconditional love to those 
who do not trigger our own 
issues? Brian Ruhe, author of 
Freeing the Buddha , says “the 
Kingdom of Shambala is not a 
heavenly plain of existence, 
but how we relate to each 
other. This is done through 
love, personal warmth and con¬ 
necting.” 

We are nearing the end of 
the first year of the new 
millenium, yet I see many peo¬ 
ple experiencing deep periods 
of darkness. So many times 
I’ve heard, “I’ve let go of those 
friends” or “I’ve moved on to 
healthier friends” yet I’m dis¬ 
covering that the greater chal¬ 
lenge is to learn to accept oth¬ 
ers rather than simply moving 
on. I’ve also learned that 
friendship is not a singular 
idea or concept. Like dozens of 
eggs that will hatch into a 
flock, the practice of accept¬ 
ance, compassion, self love 
and being able to listen are the 
skills that will shape my 
behavior, thoughts and feel¬ 
ings. Boundaries, emotions, 
needs, self expression, forgive¬ 
ness, beliefs, values, accept¬ 
ance and prosperity are all 
eggs that need to be nurtured, 
hatched, and allowed to grow 
to form our way of being. The 
holiday season is often a time 
when we get to measure how 
we’re doing with our own per¬ 
sonal growth and acceptance 
of others. 

Last Christmas I gathered 
enough energy to call each of 
my brothers to say hello with 
no discussion of issues, only 
acceptance. My healing proc¬ 
ess has helped me to increase 
my ability to love uncondi¬ 
tionally the people who trig¬ 
ger me the most, and to under¬ 
stand that I may have incor¬ 
rectly assumed that others are 
conscious of what they are 


doing. To quote the words at¬ 
tributed to Jesus “Forgive 
them father, for they know 
not what they do.” I’ve learned 
that my father was longing so 
desperately for a happy home 
that he shut it down, and that 
one of my brothers doesn’t 
call because he desperately 
needs to maintian his world 
view. I’ve learned to be more 
compassionate. This year, in 
these times of disconnection

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There is an Antique Show and Sale in Red Deer this 
weekend and I would really like to go but circumstances 
usually conspire to prevent my attending these events. 
There is either some job that can’t wait, a previously 
planned social obligation or the weather goes bad and the 
roads are icy. If by some chance I can get away, and it fits 
into my sisters schedules, we like to make Antique shows 
one of our “sister” events and the three of us go together. 
Marj is in a retirement apartment and doesn’t have room 
for more treasures, Donna is thinking of getting a 
smaller house and I hardly have room for what I have 
now so we are not very good customers but still we like 
to see what’s available and there is always the chance 
that one of us will see something we really, really need. 

My husband would question whether there is anything 
that I really, really need. Once in a while he comes with 
me to these things and while he is reasonably nice about 
it I know that he is not having a good time. He has seen 
all he wants to see in about 12 minutes and then ripples 
of boredom begin shimmering around him like heat 
waves off of asphalt. It usually costs at least $5.00 to get 
into one of these events and if it’s a huge affair with 80 
vendors and 100 tables it’s pretty hard to get value for 
your five bucks and see what you want to see in 12 
minutes. 

I know pretty well what I’m looking for. I love old 
glass, especially green salad plates, pitchers and cream 
and sugar sets clear, or in any color. If I can find 
something that matches or complements something I 
already have, and if I feel that the price is not totally 
unreasonable then I am tempted to buy. I like looking at 
furniture because I have a few nice pieces and I’m 
interested in seeing what ours are worth. Old school 
books are one of my weaknesses and once in a while I find 
an old print or a real linen napkin that I feel I can afford. 
I watch for pieces of my Mother’s silver. I like tall glass 
candlesticks and short, fat glass paperweights. 

An Antique is supposed to be at least one hundred 
years old and in Western Canada that’s not so simple. We 
have only been settled for about a hundred years and 
most of the people that came here at that time brought 
bare necessities. My Uncle Albert used to hold up his ax 
and say with great emotion, “this is a fine ax, and except 
for 2 or 3 new heads and 4 or 5 new handles it’s the same 
one my Father used to carve out this homestead.” If our 
Grandparents came from fairly affluent families there 
might be some silver and some nice china but times were 
too hard to keep much in the way of crystal and fine 
furniture. We get around our lack of family antiques by 
importing from Eastern Canada, England and the States 
and we rely heavily on “Collectibles.” Collectibles are 
anything that is old enough to be hard to find and 
interesting enough to have developed a following. 

When we were married American Presscut Glass was 
very popular and we got several nice pieces. Now I am 
horrified to see American Presscut at Antique shows. It’s 
a collectible of course, we may be getting on but we aren’t 
that old. When our kids were small I bought American 
Presscut Banana Split dishes for the 5 of us, then when 
they started showing up at sales I bought a few more and 
a few more. I have 13 of them now and if ever we need to 
do Banana Splits for the neighborhood by gosh I’m 
prepared. 

I think the best thing about a lovely old artifact is the 
knowledge that someone gone from this world was de¬ 
lighted to have it new, handled and loved it, washed and 
polished it, cherished it and kept it from harm. I’d like to 
think that some of her aura still clings to the glass and 
that she would like to know that I am enjoying and caring 
for what may have been one of her treasures. 

The Antiques Road Show hasn’t done the sport any 
harm either. Can you imagine finding a lost Masterpiece 
under that velvet painting your uncle Walt gave you for 
your birthday, buying a sad little china doll for $2.00 and 
discovering that it’s a priceless original, finding an 
original Beethoven score in a box of old books you bought 
for a quarter. I really would like to go to the Sale in Red 
Deer this weekend and if my sisters aren’t available 
maybe Ralph will last for longer than 12 minutes. 


November is “Prevention of 
Family Violence” Month across

All month the Wheatland 
Communities Crisis Society 
will be submitting articles 
which will run in the 
Strathmore Standard. 

Why do we need to dedi¬ 
cate a month to the preven¬ 
tion of family violence? 

Most of the time we don’t 
even know, and don’t want 
to know, what is going on in 
the homes of others. 

People in families have 
been hurting and exploiting 
each other behind closed 
doors forever. 

During the last 25 years, 
those doors have gradually 
opened wider and wider, re¬ 
vealing to the public what is 
going on behind them. As 
long as there are victims of 
abuse in families, services 
such as emergency shelters 
will be necessary. 

But just providing such 
services is not going to get 
rid of the problem. 

We need to figure out how 
we can influence the factors 
that lead family members to 
hurt and exploit each other 
at times. 

Family violence is much 
more than an individual or 
family problem. It is a wide¬ 
spread community and 
societal problem. 

Begin by asking yourself: 

• What are your attitudes 
and beliefs about family vio¬ 
lence? 

• What is abuse? 

• Are abusive behaviours 
ever justified? 

• What organizations or 
groups are you involved with 
that can make a difference? 

• What will you do next 
time you suspect someone you 
know is being abused? 

Services provided by the 
society include shelter for 
women, men and children; 
outreach programs for adults 
and children; individual and 
group counselling; public 
education; and volunteer op¬ 
portunities.

Why people do 
not reach out for 
help 

Many individual, family, 
community and societal atti¬ 
tudes contribute to the preva¬ 
lence of abuse. This results 
in many victims of family 
violence being abused for a 
period of time before they 
become aware that they are 
not at fault. The following 
are statements to help you 
determine if awareness is 
being blocked: 

1. I excuse or tolerate the 
abuse because the kids need 
two parents. 

2. My partner says some¬ 
thing like, “Of course I love 
you. If I didn’t, I’d leave.” 


3. My partner has con¬ 
vinced me that no one else 
would want me. 

4. My partner minimizes 
their behaviour, saying 
things like “I was teaching 
you a lesson for your own 
good.” 

5. Abuse seems normal to 
me because I grew up in an 
abusive home. 

6. My partner refers to the 
abuse as “just as accident.” 

7. I believe I deserve “it” 


because I don’t know how to 
manage money, or I didn’t 
get dinner made on time, or 
I’m a nag, or stupid, or lazy, 
or any number of other ex¬ 
cuses. 

8. I believe my partner will 
stop. I keep believing it won’t 
happen again. 

9. I’m embarassed by the 
abuse. 

If you have experienced 
any of the above, you are not 
alone.

QUESTION: What are the long-range implications of 
raising a strong-willed child? What can we expect as the 
years go by? 

DR. DOBSON: Well, I can give you a few encouraging 
conclusions from our study. The tendencies of strong- 
willed children (SWCs) are to return to parental values 
when they reach adulthood. Parents told us that 85 
percent of their grown SWCs (24 years of age and older) 
came back to what they had been taught — entirely or at 
least “somewhat.” That is good news. 

Only 15 percent were so headstrong that they rejected 
their family’s core values in their mid-20s. In those 
exceptional cases, I’ll wager that other problems and 
sources of pain were involved. 

What this means, in effect, is that these tough-minded 
kids will argue and fight and complain throughout their 
years at home, but the majority will turn around when 
they reach young adulthood and do what their parents 
most desired. 

That should be reassuring. Furthermore, if we could 
have evaluated these individuals at 35 instead of 24 years 
of age, even fewer would still be in rebellion against 
parental values. 

Second, raising a strong-willed child (or a house full 
of them) can be a lonely job for parents. You can begin to 
feel like yours is the only family that has gone through 
these struggles. Don’t believe it. 

In another study of 3,000 parents, we found that 85 
percent of families had at least one strong-willed child. 
This is parenthood. This is human nature. Third, I urge 
you as parents of strong-willed children not to feel 
“cheated” or depressed by the assignment of raising such 
individuals. You are not an exception or the butt of some 
cruel cosmic joke. 

All human beings arrive with a generous assortment 
of flaws, including the compliant child. Yes, it is more 
difficult to raise an independent little fellow or gal, but 
you can do it! You can, through prayer and supplication 
before the Lord, bring him or her to that period of 
harmony in early adulthood that makes the effort worth¬ 
while. 

I also believe that you can increase the odds of 
transmitting your values to these individuals by follow¬ 
ing some time-honored principles found in Scripture. So 
hang in there! Nothing of value in life comes easy 
anyway. 

Hold tightly to Solomon’s encouraging words, “Train 
up a child in the way he should go, and when he is old, 
he will not depart from it” (Proverbs 22:6; KJV). 

QUESTION: My husband is a good man, but he gets 
angry at the kids and says things that he later regrets. 
Help me convince him to be careful about these off-the- 
cuff comments. 

DR. DOBSON: Psychologist and author Abraham 
Maslow once said, “It takes nine affirming comments to 
make up for each critical comment we give to our 
children.” I believe he is right. 

All normal human beings respond negatively to criti¬ 
cism and rejection. Conversely, some of us crave affirma¬ 
tion so much that we’ll do almost anything to get it. 
Children are especially vulnerable to those who use 
affirmation to manipulate them. 

As someone said, “Whoever gives your kids praise and 
attention has power over them.” 

That could be a drug dealer, a gang member, or anyone 
who could harm them. People with evil intentions know 
how to use praise to get what they want from lonely kids. 
This is, in fact, the technique routinely used by pedophiles 
to abuse their victims sexually. 

All human beings have deep psychological needs for 
love, belonging and affection. 

If you don’t meet those longings in your children, I 
can assure you someone else will.

The addition of 
a class rep has enhanced the overall 

attendance at the Council meetings, and consequently, the input and ideas is more complete. The 
administrative support is also important to the success of the Councils. “We always have a 
report by the principal,” says Dorothy, “on what is happening and what has happened in the 
past month, plus reports on things from the Board ... policy changes, administrative issues, and 
so on.” Parents involved in the School Council have input on all sorts of different issues. “Part 
of the School Council mandate is for teachers to bring ideas to parents, and then the parents can 
have input into final decisions. We’ve recently been involved in evaluating the recording 
system,” says Shannon. “We also get a whole lot of information at these meetings,” adds 
Dorothy. There is an effective liaison between the school councils and Chinook’s Edge School 
Division as well. “(Chairman) Roy Brassard attends our meetings too,” says Shannon, “so he 
gives a Board report and answers questions on what happens at the Board level.” School 
Councils also send representatives to Joint Councils Meetings throughout the year, which adds 
to the communication between schools and the networking opportunities between parents. 
There are several conferences held throughout the year that parents can attend, all with delegate 
expenses. Dorothy says, “Westglen has just made a bank account for members of the Council 
for professional development,” which will enhance opportunities for parents to learn more about 
the education process in our province.

An Important Part of Education 

Chairman of the Didsbury High School Council, 
Steve Fillmore, agrees.

Steve has been on the DHS Council for a few years 
now, attending workshops and seminars as well as 
the regular Council meetings, learning more about 
public education in Alberta. “I joined to provide 
support for my own children, and it is important 
for me as a parent to emphasize the importance of 
their education and participation in it,” he adds. 
“In some respects, it is bigger than our own school, 
but the primary focus is to provide an opportunity 
for the community to have input into local educa¬ 
tion, and education in Alberta.” School Council 
meetings at the High School are held on the third 
Monday of each month at 7:00 p.m. “We encourage 
parents particularly, but anyone in the community

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Canadian teenagers need more nutritious foods 


A survey of Canadians from 
Newfoundland to Victoria con¬ 
cludes there is plenty of room 
for improvement in the diets of 
teenage boys and girls. Dr. 
Katherine Gray-Donald, Direc¬ 
tor of the School of Dietetics 
and Human Nutrition at McGill 
University, was the lead inves¬ 


tigator for the Food Habits of 
Canadians study. 

"Boys have good nutritional 
intakes with the exception of a 
lot of extra foods such as soft 
drinks, chips and chocolates. 
They have little fruit and veg¬ 
etables in their diets," says Dr. 
Gray-Donald. "Girls on the 


other hand, are getting less in 
the way of dairy products. 
They're a little better on their 
fruits and vegetables but not 
always getting adequate 
amounts of meat or alternates. 
As a result, their diets tend to be 
low in calcium and borderline in 
iron and zinc." 


The boys' diets are more likely 
to include foods such as ham¬ 
burgers and cheeseburgers or 
pizza which are rich in iron, 
calcium and zinc while girls get 
most of their iron from breads, 
cereals and pasta. This is non¬ 
heme and is not as readily 
available as the iron in meat. 


The value of meat consump¬ 
tion was noted in the survey of 
adult females. 

"Two distinguishing foods 
showed up in the survey: beef 
and breakfast cereals as a way 
for women to get sufficient 
iron," concluded Dr. Gray- 
Donald.

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UGG seek answers 
from railways 

Farmer delegates raised a number of issues with senior rail 
executives following their presentations at UGG’s annual meeting 
in Edmonton last week. Peter Marshall, Vice President, Prairie 
Division, CN Rail and Ray Foot, Assistant Vice President, Grain 
Marketing, CP Rail responded to several questions from delegates 
on various issues, including: 

• Differential pricing - UGG delegate Bernie Von Tettenborn of 
Camrose, Alberta questioned the railways’ potential to charge 
different freight rates for grains of different value. Delegates at the 
meeting later passed a resolution opposing the use of differential 
pricing. In speaking to the resolution Gary Nerbas of Langenburg, 
Saskatchewan stated that freight rates should be based on the cost 
of moving the commodity, regardless of the type of grain that is 
being shipped. 

• Reciprocal penalties - Gordon White, delegate from Souris, 
Manitoba noted that grain companies (and ultimately farmers) 
pay penalties for late loading of rail cars, but that the railways do 
not pay reciprocal penalties when they are late in picking up the 
cars. Mr. Foot said they were moving in the direction of paying 
penalties for non-performance and Mr. Marshall said shippers 
have a right to demand service. 

• Sale of branch lines - UGG delegate Clement Cloutier from 
Falher, Alberta asked about the railways’ policy with respect to 
the sale of branch lines. Glenn Stacey, delegate from Valparaiso, 
Saskatchewan also questioned why the railways were so quick to 
tear up the track whenever a line is closed. 

• Running rights - Delegates also raised the issue of running 
rights, whereby railway operators could apply for access to run 
across the lines of another railway company. UGG delegates later 
supported a resolution in favour of open running rights. In 
speaking to the resolution, UGG delegate Dan Alexander from 
Kindersley, Saskatchewan said that allowing running rights 
would introduce greater competition into the rail sector. “We feel 
that true efficiencies won’t be felt in grain handling and shipping 
system until an open access policy is put in place.” 

The resolutions concerning differential pricing and open access 
will be among those issues that United Grain Growers will be 
putting forward when it appears before the Canadian Transporta¬ 
tion Act (CTA) review panel later this month.

There are many concerns 
being voiced by Alberta produc¬ 
ers that point to the necessity of 
planning ahead for 2001. Farm¬ 
ers are concerned about the dry 
weather experienced in many 
areas in 2000, making them 
wonder what dryland pasture 
will be like. Many farmers are 


saying that traditional crops 
don’t pay the bills; they are 
having difficulties getting con¬ 
tracts for special crops; and, 
they are concerned about the 
cost of energy and the cost of 
getting into new crops. 

“What all of these agricul¬ 
tural concerns mean, is that 


there needs to be a lot of plan¬ 
ning time spent to make the best 
of 2001,” says Gordon Frank, 
crop specialist with Alberta Ag¬ 
riculture, Food and Rural De¬ 
velopment, Brooks. “We can’t 
predict the future, but given the 
current information it is clear 
that some adjustments need to 
be made. It will be important to 
consider doing some careful cost 
cutting.” 

Some cost-saving practices 


and decisions could include: 

• more competitive varieties 
like barley can save on herbi¬ 
cide compared to wheat 

• green feed or silage may 
eliminate the need for weed con¬ 
trol and allow for underseeding 
in case grazing is needed 

• crops, such as flax, take 
less fertilizer nutrients than 
crops like canola 

• use soil tests and crop- 
nutrient-use tables to help be 


more precise on the fertilizer 
being applied 

• grow nitrogen fixing crops 
such as peas, alfalfa, beans or 
other legumes 

• make the most of crop rota¬ 
tion 

• don’t leave perennial leg¬ 
umes, such as alfalfa, in too 
long 

• follow legumes with high 
nitrogen users like high protein 
wheat.

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Colourful canola is in demand around the world 


The edible oil market 
demands a light-coloured, 
clear oil product that is 
stable and has acceptable 
taste. Variances in colour 
can make a big difference 
in the price received for 
canola seed. 

“Green canola is a ma¬ 
jor degrading factor and is 
of prime importance to 
farmers,” says Murray 
Hartman, cereal and 
oilseed specialist with Al¬ 
berta Agriculture, Food and 
Rural Development, 
Innisfail. “The green col¬ 
our of frozen or immature 
canola seed is due to chlo¬ 
rophyll. Once oil is ex¬ 
tracted from green canola 
seed, the chlorophyll in the 
oil rapidly changes to a 
reddish-brown compound 
called pheophytin. Canola 
crushed from green seed 
will have both green and 
reddish tinges and require 
bleaching. Chlorophylls 
and pheophytins reduce the 
hardening of oil for marga¬ 
rine processing, increase 
the rate of rancidity and 
cause poor flavour.” 

Maturity is a major fac¬ 
tor influencing the amount 
of chlorophyll is in canola 
seed. Variety selection, 
seeding dates/rate/depth, 
altemaria black spot con¬ 
trol and time of swathing 
give producers some con¬ 
trol over maturity and 
green seed, but frost occur¬ 
rence can’t be controlled. 

“The question on many 
producers’ minds is 
whether or not canola seed 
will de-green during stor¬ 
age,” says Hartman. “The 
answer is no, although 
there can be a very small 
amount of de-greening that 
varies with moisture and 
temperature.” 

De-greening in canola 
seed is mainly a biological 
process. There are two en¬ 
zymes in canola seed that 
degrade chlorophyll. As 
with most biological proc¬ 
esses, increased tempera¬ 
tures and moisture speed 
up activity. The effect of 
frost on immature seed is 
to physically disrupt the 
enzymes and dehydrate the 
seed. The result is reduc¬ 
tion or termination of en¬ 
zyme activity and de¬ 
greening. 

“Re-wetting non-frosted 
green seed can rehydrate 
the enzymes and de¬ 
greening could resume,” 
adds Hartman. “However, 
the U of A found that the 
moisture needed for reacti¬ 
vation of the enzymes is 
higher than that needed to 
start germination. Because 
of this, rehydration to 
stimulate de-greening 
doesn’t offer great poten¬ 
tial.” 

Studies conducted by 
Swedish researchers 30 
years ago supply some use¬ 
ful information on the ef¬ 
fects of moisture and stor¬ 
age temperatures on chlo¬ 
rophyll levels. In the test 
conducted, higher tem¬ 
peratures and moisture lev¬ 
els during three weeks of 
storage without artificial 


drying, resulted in some 
chlorophyll reduction. The 
researchers discovered 
that more than 25 per cent 
moisture in the canola seed 
was needed before signifi¬ 
cant declines in chlorophyll 
content occurred. Also, 


storage temperatures of 10 
to 20 degrees C were bet¬ 
ter than cooler tempera¬ 
tures. 

“When looking at 
these testing results, pro¬ 
ducers need to remember 
that damp canola grain 


and warm temperatures 
are prime spoiling condi¬ 
tions,” says Hartman. 
“These moist, warm con¬ 
ditions would make this 
practice very risky.” 

Addditional research 
has reported that some 


chlorophyll reduction in 
immature canola can be 
prompted if canola is ven¬ 
tilated during drying or 
storage. 

Research in Manitoba 
has shown that canola 
seeds dried rapidly con¬ 


tains 1.5 to 6 times more 
chlorophyll than seed al¬ 
lowed to mature in the 
swath. 

It has also been found 
that the smallest seeds 
have the highest chloro¬ 
phyll content.
